We  have  had  several  days  of  spring  weather  and  have  done  some 
work  in  the  fields    A  number  of  the  ditches  had  become  excessively 
large  and  we  have  filled  them  in  with  a  "Fresno"  and  shall  re^ditch 
them  when  the  soil  is  in  proper  conditioa. 

The  market  has  been  higher  the  last  few  days,  potatoes  selling 
for  85  to  30  cents  per  hundredweight  which  is  somewhat  better  than 
they  have  been  for  a  good  many  weeks  past*    From  all  present  in- 
dications a  pretty  fa.ir  acreage  may  be  planted  in  the  Greeley  District 
for  at  the  present  time  the  sugar  companies  are  talking  $7»00  per 
ton  for  beets,  and  masn.y  of  the  formers  are  thinking  of  putting  in 
potatoes  instead  of  beets » 

Yesterday  afternoon  I  attended  a  meeting  of  potato  growers  in

Out  splrihg  planting  of  experimental  potatoes  at  Arlington 
Farm,  Virginia  occurred  March  29.    The  Irish  Cobbler  is  the  only 
variety  used  this  year,    The  two  principal  objects  of  the  ex- 
periments being  the  study  of  the  effect  of  storage  temperatures 
and  of  time  of  harvest  of  thg  seed  on  the  resulting  crop«  The 
temperatures  involved  c^re  32  ,  3^°,  and  40°F  and  have  been  fairly 
well  maintained  during  the  rest  period  in  the  newly  constructed 
refrigeration  plant  at  Arlington  Farmt    The  dates  of  harvest  con" 
cerned  were  August  lb,  September  k  and  September  2i{-,  I920.  All 
material  in  the  above  experiments  are  from  one  strain  of  seed, 
grown  in  I920  at  Presque  Isle,  Maine. 

There  is  also  included  a  lot  of  Irish  Cobblers  from  Charlotte- 
town,  Prince  Edward  Island,  for  cocqparison  with  Maine  stock  and 
a  lot  from  Newlands,  North  Carolina,  grown  at  an  elevation  of 
about  3S00  feet,  and  which  the  grower  expects  to  show  value  as 
seed  stock* 

Weather  and  soil  conditions  were  much  more  favorable  than 
last  year  and  forecast  a  good  crope

Potatoes  planted  March  Ik  are  showing  good  germination* 

The  best  information  available  indicates  that  a  normal  acreage 
of  potatoes  will  be  planted  th\s  seasur..

Central  K-cperim-sntal  Farm,  Grand  Rapids,  iNlinneiiota,  advises  us  • 
that  several  Iqws  cf  seed  pi^tatoss  prGcu::'ed  for  oxperimentai  pur- 
poses ha-'e  been  seriously  injured  by  frost-.,  presumably  in  transit, 
i^fior-'^r,  will  to  mids  by  the  Cuperintenc-ent  to  have  the  growers, 
from  whom  these  lots  were  purchased,  supply  us  with  a  nev>f  lot.

Dslwiche  this  week  regarding  the  land  that  will 
be  ctvailable  for  the  aooperativo  seed  potato  development  work  at 
the  Spooner  Branch  Station*    At  the  suggestion  of  Professor  Milward 
a  new  plan  hc.c  been  aclopted  this  season  in  seoiuring  desirable 
strains  of  potatoes  for  comparative  studies  as  to  their  relative 
merit St    Instead  of  the  Office  buying  them  from  the  growers  at

The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  been  viuite  warm.    However,  on 
Thursday  night,  April  7»  we  had  a  light  snowfall,    On  Friday  night  the 
teiiiperatiire  dropped  to  12  degrees  aoove  sero.    On  Monday,  April  ^,  we 
began  irrigating  the  alfalfa.    It  may  have  been  a  little  early  to 
irrigate,  but  the  soil  was  very  dry  and  ds  there  was  plenty  of  seepage 
wate^  in  the  ditch  at  that  time  I  thought  it  advisable  to  take  ad- 
van'iage  cf  ito    It  is  reported  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  snow  in 
the  mountains  and*  it  is  generally  believed  that  we  may  be  short  on 
irrigation  water  this  year* 

We  finished  seeding  oats  and  alfalfa  on  Iv^rch  31*    Owing  to  the 
exceptionally  early  spring  the  seedling  was  done  a  little  earlier  than 
usual » 

I  am  getting  a  number  of  strains  of  TriuEcph  seed  potatoes  from 
Nebraska  to  use  in  this  yearns  trial  plots.    Some  of  the  same  strains 
were  obtained  last  year,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  me^e  a  con^parison 
between  the  new  seed  and  that  grown  here  last  year,  both  as  to  earli- 
ness  and  productivity. 

The  next  luncheon  of  the  Denver  Club  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture will  be  held  in  Denver  on  April  11.    At  that  time  it  is  expected 
that  Mr.  Lou  D.  Sweet  will  be  a  guest  of  the  Club. 

During  the  past  week  potatoes  have  been  selling  at  $1.00  to  $1.10 
a  hundred.    See  d  is  very  scarce  and  the  denand  is  still  very  active. 

Most  of  the 
lots  were  poor,  containing  considerable  disease,  run-out  stock,  and 
mixture.

The  weather  conditions  the  past  week  have  oeen  very  unsettled. 
We  have  had  some  rain  and  snow  and  there  is  at  present  about  two 
inches  of  snow.    This  will  delay  all  farming  operations  for  a  few  days* 
I  do  not  think  it  has  been  cold  enough  to  injure  any  of  the  early 
grain,  although  some  of  it  is  showing  through  the  ground.

Weather  renains  very  much  unset tledi    On  the  whole  vegetation  is 
from  ten  days  to  tvvo  weeks  ahead  of  norml.    A  few  days  ago  it  was  very 
warm  and  the  blossom  buds  on  the  plum  and  other  fruits  were  beginning 
to  show  color*    A  little  later  the  temperature  dropped  to  20*^F  and 
very  serious  damage  was  dene  to  the  fruit  buds  on  nearly  all  of  the 
tree  fruit s» 

Very  few  potatoes  have  been  planted  as  yet.    A  few  early  birds 
got  busy  and  the  earliest  planting  was  either  seriously  injured  or 
damaged  by  the  freej^e. 

The  ground  was  covered  with  snow  in  northern  Iowa  Saturday, 
Mr.  E'AdaiGk  and  the  writer  have  been  busy  the  last  few  days  treating 
potatoes  v'/i.th  the  hot  formaldehyde  method.    This  is  by  a3.1  odds  the 
quickest  and  most  practical  method  to  use  and  according  to  the 
laboratory  test  conducted  by  Dr.  Melhus,  Station  Pathologist,  it 
compares  very  favorably  with  the  corrosive  sublimate  treatment  in 
efficiency*    A  carload  of  Qhios  have  heen  treated  for  the  members  of 
the  Vegetable  Grovvers'  Association.    This  is  a  Red  Ri^er  Valley  stock 
and  was  a  very  nice  grade  and  quality,  except  that  it  contained  a 
great  deal  of  Rhizoctonia*  ,

Tvventy-nina  seedlings  were  planted  April  14  on  the  IThercn 
McCaL-pbcll  estate,  "Hanenessin  Farm",  Holmdel,  New  Jersey,    The  soil 
we.s  in  very  good  condition  and  the  weather  favorable  for  planting* 
The  5.ood,  wblch  had  been  shipped  in  from  Presque  Isle^  Mii^ine  was  just 
sprouting  in  th?  right  stage  for  use.    Thanks  to  the  efficient 
assis'cancQ  rf^ndered  by  Mr,  McCampbell ' s  men,  the  work  progressed 
ra-pidly» 

Inforrcation  received  from  one  of  Mr.  McCairpbell tenant  farmers, 
indicated  that  a  larger  acreage  has  been  planted  in  Monmouth  County 
than  in  1^20 «    The  lesser  cost  of  seed  seems  to  be  the  influencing 
factor.    Seed  is  obtained  at  the  present  time  at  about  $4.00  a  barrel* 
Farmers  who  purchased  last  fall  paid  in  the  vicinity  of  $5»00. 
Fettilizer  of  the  grade  costs  $55*00  a  ton*    A  greater  part  of 

the  commercial  planting  is  no#'  completed^  with  prospects  favoring  a 
fine  crop. 

Apples  were  just  coming  into  full  bloom  with  no  indications  of 
frost  injury. 


The  'writer  spent  Monday  and  Tuesday  of  this  week  in  the  Norfolk 
district  J    Notes  were  taken  on  the  germination  of  the  experimental 
potatoes  planted  at  the  Virginia  Truck  Experimsnt  Station,  Diamond 
Springs,  Virg^-nia  on  Monday*    In  the  storag3  e-oeriment  designed  to 
study  the  effect       low  temperat-UTe  upon  the  vigor  of  the  seed  stock, 
those^stored  at  j2  F.  showed  a  germination  of  P®-  cent,  those 

at  }G  F, ,  ^4,5  per  cent,  v^hile  thgse  at  40^F  gave  an  a-verage  of  97 
per  centt    The  plants  from 'the  32  F  seed  stock  v^ere  slightly  less 
vigorous  than  those  from  36^  and  40°  storage. 

The  Norfolk  growers  are  considerably  disturbed  this  season  over 
the  decay  cf  a  rf.ther  large  percentage  of  the  seed  pieces  in  the  ground. 
In  many  fields  ei^/^.mined,  or  noted  in  passing,  the  germination  ran  as 
low  as  20  to  30  pe?  cant.    All  gradations  were  noted  from  these  figures 
to  that  of  a.  nearly  perfect  stand*    The  growers  seem  inclined  to 
attribute  ths.ir  whole  trouble  to  poor  seed  stock  shipped  them  from  the 
l^orth.    A  sompwLat  cursory  study  of  the  situation  inclines  the  writer 
to  believe  that  the  trouble  is  not  wholly  due  to  the  failure  of  the 
Northern  growsr  to  deliver  good  seed  but  rather  to  a  combination  of 
factors  all  of  which  have  tended  to  lessen  the  vitality  of  the  seed 
stockt    In  t'm  first  place  most  of  the  seed  was  procured  last  fall  and 
held,  by  the  growers  till  time  of  planting  in  very  inadeciuate  storage 
houses*    The  niiajaess  of  the  past  winter  coupled  with  poorly  insulated^ 
and  ventilate!  storage  hoxises  fiufnifefced  conditions  favorable  to  germi- 
nation and  aliiO  to  infection  of  the  tubers  by  saprophytic  and  parasitic 
organisms  «  the  former  attacking  the  tubers  through  surface  injuries

Numerous  exanrrcles  mu,y  be  found,  however,  in  which  the  seed  piece  has 
decayed  /dtnout  the  presence  of  the  corn  root  maggot  and  when  in  such 
■■Cases  the  seed  vvas  planted  very  shortly  after  cutting,  it  is. difficult 
.  to  offer  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  real  cause  of  the  decay, 

•■  •'.Alternwttely  w^rm  end  cool  weca,ther  sinoe  planting  the  crop  coupled 
with -a  low  rainfall  ha.ve  no  doubt  been  contributing  factors  to  the  decay 
of  the  seed  piece* 

The  consensus  opinion  of  the  growers  seems  to  be  that  the  average 
ptand  of  potatoes  .in  the  Norfolk  district  is  between  50  and  oG  per  cent.

Travel  Notes.  Ai3ril  19,  m21. 

Monday  April  IS  was  spent  at  the  Louisiana  Experiment  Station, 
Edton  Rouge^  taking  notes  on  th©  oehavior  of  the  several  lots  of 
northern  grown  Triumph  seed  stock.    A  careful  study  of  the  performance 
of  this  seed  stock  as  expressed  in  vigor  and  freedom  from  disease  of 
the  growing  plants  showed  a    marked  variation  in  the  amo"unt  of  mosaic 
present.    This  variation  ranged  from  2*4  to  95.9  per  cent.    A  portion 
of  each  lot  of  seed  stock  was  harvested  and  a    record  taken  of  the 
weight  of  No.  1,  No.  c:,  and  cull  potatoes 0    While  these  weights  are  not 
as  yet  availaole  there  was  every  evidence  that  the  yields  would  vary 
in  approximately  the  same  degree  as  did  the  mosaic. 

The  general  appearance  and  vigor  cf  the  crop  on  the  Station  grounds 
is  far  superior  this  year  to  anything  heretofore  observed  at  this  point. 
This  is  partly  avie  to  more  favorable  growing  conditions  and  partly  to 
a  better  grade  of  seed  stock,  with  the  exception  of  course  of  a  few- 
inferior  strains.    An  interesting  feature  of  this  seasons  work  was  th© 
introduction  of  small  lots  of  other  varieties  such  as  Irish  Cobbler, 
Spaulding  No,  4-,  and  Garnet  Chili  from  th©  Province  of  New  Brunswick, 
Canada  and  a  lot  of  Irish  Cobblers  from  Princeton,  Minnesota,    All  of 
these  lots  showed  good  vigor  and  were  practically  free  from  disease. 
It  was  rather  interesting  to  note  thc-t  the  Irish  Coobler  harvested  a 
rather  larger  percentage  of  No«  1  tubers  than  the  Triumph,  thus. in- 
dicating that  this  variety  under  Louisiana  conditions  reaches  mc^rketable 
size  at  as  early  a  date  as  the  Triumph.    The  stock  dug  of  both  varieties 
was  planted  February  12, 
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Tuesday  April       was  spent  a.t  Alexandrici  in  the  company  of 
Pi-ofessor  Tieoout,  Lr*  Edgerton,  Mr*  Bedhead;  Assista-nt  State 
Extension  Agent,  and  Mr.  w\  H...  Humole,  Farm  Demonstration  Agent  of 
Bapides  County j inspecting  fields  planted  with  nVisconsin  certified 
Triumph  seed  stock  from  "Sunset  Farms,"  Nebraskc*-  uncertified  seed, 
and  "home  grown  seed."    l^ht  Sun^^-et  Farms  seed  stock  averaged  between 
70  ci,nd  SQ%  liiOsaiC  infested  .plants  while  the  Nebraska  uncertified 
seed  averaged  about  '^b  and  the  home  grown  seed  about  ^0%, 

All  fields  plcvnted  with  Nebraska  seed  stock  give  promise  of 
mking  a  good  crop  wherever  the  cultural  conditions  were  favorable 
to  plant  growth. 

All  told  some  eight  carloads  of  "Sunset  Farm"  Triuiiiph  seed  stock 
was  planted  in  Louisiana  this  season  ana  of  this  amount  four  Cca-rloads 
were  planted  in  Rapides  County.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  certified 
seed  from  "Sunset  Farms"  will  be  given  a  v/idc  oerth  by  the  growers  in 
this  section  another  season* 

During  the  past  five  weeks  the  rainfall  in  this  section  has  been 
so  freciuent  and.  so  hec*.vy  that  the  land  has  been  too  saturated  with 
moisture  to  permit  of  a  normal  and  healthy  development  of  the  crop* 
Present  indications  are  that  harvesting  opero-tions  vvill  not  become 
general  until  May  10  to  Ipc 

It  is  reported  that  the  potato  acreage  in  Hapides  County  is 
between  1800  and  ciOOO  acres.    These  figures  do  not,  however,  represent 
the  total  acreage  th^t  is  normally  included  in  the  Alexandria  district. 

In  one  field  visited  this  afternoon  the  same  germination  trouble 
was  observed  as  that  alluded  to  in  my  Norfolk  notes,  In  this  particular 
instance  the  only  difference  in  the  method  of  handling  the  seed  between 
this  lot  and  that  of  another  from  the  same  carlot  was  that  in  the  other 
lot  the  seed  was  dusted  with  air  slaked  lime  as  cut,  while  the  one  that 
gave  the  poor  stand  was  not  so  treated  before  planting  it.  The  failure 
germinate  was  due  to  the  rotting  of  the  seed*  piece  in  the  ground.

Friday  was  spent  at  the  Troup  Sub-Station  taking  notes  on  the

Since  the  last  report  the  percentage  of  germination  in  the  plots 
planted  with  seed  taken  directly  from  the  cold  storage  rooms  has 
greatly  improved,  in  fact  it  is  now  almost  equal  to  that  from  the 
seed  allowed  to  warm  up  before  planting  it.

We  had  rain  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  this  week J 
a  total  of  0.76  of  an  inch  fell  during  the  fcwr  days,    On  Wednesday, 
May  25,  this  section  was  visited  by  a  severe  hail  storm  which  damaged 
the  alfalfa  and  oats«    Other  sections  have  hc*d  the  same  experience 
and  some  farmers  feel  that  the  alfalfa  has  been  so  badly  damaged  as 
to  make  cutting  necessary. 

Potato  planting  began  on  the  27th  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
task  will  be  conipleted  by  the  latter  part  of  next  week.    The  soil  is 
in  especially  fine  condition  for  planting  at  this  time,  and  it  is 
thought  that  there  is  sufficient  moisture  to  insure  good  germination* 
Most  of  the  early-planted  potatoes  of  this  section  have  germinated 
and  growers  have  obtained  a  good  stand.    Some  report,  however,  that 
they  have  had  trouble  with  seed  rotting  in  the  ground.    Many  growers 
have  started  planting  their  late  crop  of  potatoes  at  this  time*

Travel  Notes*  May  28,  1921. 

The  potato  plots  on  the  Troup  Station  farm  in  Texas  are  beginning 
to  ripen,    The  development  of  the  mosaic  disease  on  the  plots  was,  of 
course,  carefully  noted  and  will  be  conipared  with  earlier  readings. 

Sun  scald  was  very  conspicuous  on  the  plots  and  was  pre&ent  in 
varying  degrees  of  severity.    The  condition  does  not  seem  cornparable 
entirely  to  the  "tip  burn"  so  common  in  northern  fields.    Mr.  Hotchkiss 
the  superintendent,  reports  there  has  been  no  aphis  or  leaf  hoppers 
present.    The  common  J>otato  beetle  has  done  a  slight  amount  of  damage 
and  we  found  the  familiar  squash  bug  working  on  the  plants  also* 


Mr.  Hotchkiss  reports  the  season  as  -unusually  unfavorable.  The 
rainfall  was  not  evenly  distributed.    Two  fead  storms  occurred  at 
critical  times,  -  more  than  two  inches  of  rain  falling  in  30  minutes, 
These  storms  beat  and  washed  the  plots  and  drowned  out  the  vines 
in  low  areas. 

The  experiment  gives  excellent  promise,  however,  especially  in 
mosaic  readings  and  vine  growth,  and  with  careful  harvesting  of  each 
row  separately,  -  satisfactory  yield  records  will  be  securedt

The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  been  fair  and  warm* 

Early  planted  potatoes  are  beginning  to  break  through  the  ground. 
The  seed  development  plat  on  the  Savage  field  was  cultivated  Thursday 
and  horsehoed  Friday.    We  began  cultivating  and  horsehoeing  on 
Aroostook  Farm  Friday  and  Saturday. 

Practically  all  potatoes  are  being  hauled  to  the  starch  factories

New  Jersey  Notes.  June  3.  1921. 

Friday  and  Saturday  of  last  week  were  spent  in  New  Jersey.  The 
points  visited  being  Holmdel,  Perrineville  and  Hightstown,  At 
Holmdel  notes  were  taken  on  the  seedling  potatoes  planted  on  Eamanessin 
Farm.    Of  the  30  seedlings  under  trial  there  were  only  four  showing 
what  might  be  considered  poor  germination.    Many  of  them  had  a  100 
per  cent  stand.    Flea  beetle  foliage  injury  was  quite  severe  in  the 
experimental  plat  and  commercial  fields  alike. 

The  condition  of  the  potato  crop  in  New  Jersey  is  generally 
unsatisfactory  on  account  of  poor  stands.    Many  of  the  growers  in  the 
vicinity  of  Holmdel  have  re-planted  at  least  a  portion  of  th6ir 
acreage.    As  might  be  expected  there  are  all  gradations  of  field 
stands  ranging  from  50  to  about  97  per  cent.    The  cause  of  the  poor 
germination  of  the  seed  pieces  this  season,  as  analyzed  by  Professor 
Martin  of  the  New  Jersey  Experiment  Station,  has  bee  n  presented  in 
a  previous  issue  of  the  Eye.    Wireworm  injury  and  decay  of  the  seed 
pieces  in  the  ground,  due  to  bacterial  or  fungous  infection,  seem  to 
be  the  primary  causes  of  the  trouble.    Better  stands  were  noted  in 
practically  every  instance  where  the  Irish  Cobbler  was  planted  than 
where  the  American  Giant  was  used.    Home  grown  seed  also  showed  better 
germination  than  from  northern  sources. 


On  Saturdciy  Mr.  &  Mrs.  McCanpbell  and  the  writer  motored  to 
the  residence  of  D«  Haeter  of  Perrineville  where  we  met  Dr.  Lipcoan 
and  Profs,  Blair  and  Martin  of  the  New  Jersey  Station,  and  together 
we  inspected  a  portion  of  the  300  acres  of  potatoes  that  Mr,  Eaeter 
and  his  five  stalwart  sons  are  growing  on  two  farms  embracing  ^10 
acres  in  all.    The  varieties  grown  are  American  Giant  and  Irish 
Cobbler  with  the  acreage  largely  in  fa\or  of  the  former.    Some  good, 
medium,  and  rather  poor  stands  were  noted  in  the  several  fields 
examined*    Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  seed  of  both  varieties  mentioned 
were  giving  a  good  account  of  themselves* 

At  Hightstovm,  I  had  an  opportunity  to  inspect  the  Sriangle 
fertilizer  experiment  cooperatively  conducted  by  the  New  Jersey 
Experiment  Station  and  the  Office  of  Soil  Fertility  Investigations 
of  this  Bureau*    Marked  differences  in  the  growth  and  appearance  of 
the  plants  in  the  several  plats  could  be  observed.    A  drive  from  this 
point  to  New  Brunswick  conpleted  the  trip*

V/e  began  cutting  alfalfa  on  Friday,  June  17*  Saturday  afternoon 
a  heavy  wind  scjxttered  the  h^ay  quite  badly.  Cutting  will  be  finished 
today  and  prcDably  stacking  will  begin  on  Thursday  if  weather  permits* 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Colorado  luimigration  Commission, 
V/eld  County  will  haVe  21,739  ^cres  of  irrigated  potatoes  compared 
with  15»9S7  a-cres  last  year,  and  2,100  acres  of  non-irrigated  potatoes 
as  compared  with  952  acres  in  I920.    These  figures  were  gathered  by  the 
field  men  of  the  assessor's  office,  and  it  is  stated  that  ninety  per- 
cent of  the  farm  schedules  had^een  turned  in  when  these  conpilations  . 
were  made.    Xt  isjDticed  in  visiting  the  potato  fields /^.hat  the  flea 
beetle  is  doing  considerable  damage  to  early  varietie  s.

Jerome f  Idaho,  For  the  week  ending  June  18.  1921. 

The  weather  conditions  for  the  past  week  have  been  very  unsettled* 
It  has  been  quite  cool  with  prevailing  showers.    However,  conditions 
seem  to  be  more  settled  today.    We  cut  hay  Monday  and  Tuesday  and  have 
been  unable  to  do  anything  more  in  this  way.    The  potatoes  are  showing 
poor  growth  due  mostly  to  the  cool  weather. 

It  is  necessary  to  cut  all  hay  quite  early  on  account  of  the 
amount  of  water  grass  in  it.    As  a  result  there  will  only  be  two-thirds 
of  a  crop.    The  stock  will  eat  it  if  it  is  not  allowed  to  ripen. 

Grain  crops  have  shown  a  fine  growth  the  past  week,  but  it  looks 
as  if  there  was  going  to  be  an  -unusual  amount  of  straw  which  will,  no 
doubt,  cut  the  number  of  bushels  at  harvest  time. 

All  fruit  seems  to  be  doing  better  than  early  estimates  indicated* 
It  was  first  thought  it  would  be  badly  damaged  by  the  late  frosts.  The 
estimates  of  the  fruit  crop  of  the  State  show  ct  large  increase  over 
that  of  last  year. 

Irrigation  water  seems  to  be  plentiful,  as  we  still  have  an  extra 
amount «

Cultural  operations  were  continued  on  the  Aroostook  State  Farm 
plats  and  the  plat  on  the  Savage  fields. 

The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  been  cold  and  cloudy,  but  un- 
fortunately we  got  no  rain» 

The  1921  seedlings  will  be  transferred  to  the  field  next  week.  We 
delayed  putting  them  out  sooner  becauHa  of  frost  danger. 

In  a  recent  interview  with  the  County  Agent  for  this  section  of 
Aroostook  I  learned  that  potato  fields  in  general  show  considerable 
misses  this  year.    This  is  attributed  to  several  causes,  poor  seed,  seed 
cut  and  allowed  to  heat,  dry  weather  since  planting,  together  with  poor 
mixing  of  fertilizer  with  the  soil.

New  Brunswick.  New  Jersey.  For  the  week  ending  June  18.  1921. 

On  June  10  and  15f  the  Mercer  and  Monmop.th  County  potato  growers 
conducted  tours  to  examine  the  potato  e35)eriments  and  demonstrations. 
The  seed  source  tests  attracted  considerable  attention  and  a  number  of 
very  interesting  points  were  brought  out.    This  was  particularly  true  of 
the  tests  of  Maine  certified  and  non-certified  seed  planted  side  by  side 
in  Mercer  Comty.    All  of  the  plants  in  rows  planted  with  certified  seed 
were  healthy  while  there  was  approximately  five  per  cent  black  leg  and 
twenty  per  cent  leaf  roll  in  the  non- certified  seed. 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  trip  to  Salem  and  Cumberland  counties  in 
South  Jersey  and  find  that  the  dry  conditions  have  been  the  cause  of 
serious  injury  to  the  crop.    This  is  particularly  true  on  the  lighter  soil 
types.    Here  in  some  cases  as  mny  as  75  P^r  cent  of  the  plants  are  dead 
and  the  remainder  are  very  weak.    In  Salem  county  there  are  some  very 
striking  illustrations  of  failure  of  seed  from  northern  sources.  Several 
cases  were  observed  where,  in  half  of  the  field  planted  with  South  Jersey 
seed,  there  is  a  perfect  stand.    In  the  remainder  of  the  field,  pla,nted 
with  northern  seed,  the  stand  is  only  30  per  cent.

Norfolk  Notes.  June  22,  1921. 

The  writer  accompa,nied  by  Wilfrid  Boulter,  Deputy  iMinister  of 
Agricu].ture  for  Prince  JTdwaTd  Island  and  Secretary  of  the  P.  E.  I,  Seed 
Potato  Grov/ers'  Association  arrived  at  Norfolk  Tuesday  morning.    A  part 
of  the  experimental  potato  plats  at  the  Virginia  Truck  Experiment  Station 
were  harvested  in  the  afternoon.    Some  of  the  plots  yielded  at  the  rate 
of  100  bblsa  per  acre  of  primes  and  culls  combined. 

On  Wednesday  the  remainder  of  the  field  was  dug  and  a  start  made  on 
the  grading  and  weighing  of  the  tubers  produced  on  each  plat  row. 

The  q.\iality  of  the  stock  is  good  and  the  ccndition  of  the  soil  was  of 
such  a  character  that  the  tubers  came  out  of  the  ground  in  a  clean  and 
bright  condition.    It  is  hoped  that  the  grading  and  weighing  of  the  stock 
nay  be  completed  by  Friday. 

The  wa,ro  weather  of  the  past  two  days  has  been  made  bearable  by 
cooling  breezes. 

The  truck  growers  of  the  Norfolk  district  are  harvesting  potatoes 
freely  this  week.    The  prospect  of  better  prices  later  in  the  season  does 
not  appear  to  be  strong  enough  to  delay  harvesting  to  any  extent  at  least. 

About  640,000  barrels  of  potatoes  have  been  shipped  from  the  Norfolk 
district  thus  far  this  season.    Well  informed  parties  estimate  that  the 
season*s  shipment  will  ex;ceed  a  million  barrels, 

A  heavy  rain  last  Saturday  evening  in  which  a  precipitation  of  I.125 
inches  was  recorded,  was  worth  many  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  growing 
crops .

The  weather  has  been  0.11116  generally  fair  and  hot  diiring  ths  past 
week,    Friday  evening,  Jione  24,  a  slight  precipitation  was  recorded. 

We  began  stacking  ha.y  on  June  22  c.nd  finished  on  the  morning  of 
the  25th.    Some  of  the  hta-y  was  slightly  damaged  by  the  hail  two  or  three 
weeks  ago.    Irrigation  of  the  alfalfa  was  begun  on  Friday  morning  and 
the  water  has  been  rtm  continually  since  that  time,    We  expect  to  finish 
irrigating  by  Tuesday  morning  of  this  week. 

The  flea  beetle         the  Colorado  potato  beetle  are  still  present 
in  large  numbers  and  many  of  the  growers  have  been  spraying  during  the 
past  two  weeks* 

Some  of  the  farmers  of  the  Greeley  District  whose  crops  were  badly 
damaged  by  the  flood  water  intend  to  plant  potatoes  as  soon  as  the 
ground  can  be  worked*    It  is  believed  that  the  early  varieties  will  have 
a  chance  to  mature,  although  the  planting  can  not  be  done  until  the 
first  part  of  July.

Presque  Isle.  Maine.  For  the  week  ending  June  25.  1921. 

The  weo,ther  for  the  past  week  has  been  hot  and  dry.    Potatoes,  hay 
and  grain  as  well  as  garden  truck  is  suffering  severely  by  the  prolonged 
drouth.    Early  planted  potatoes  appear  to  be  in  very  good  condition, 
the  plcJits  ci,re  fiom  six  to  eight  inches  in  height,  and  some  fields  are 
beginning  to  blossom. 

Late  planted  potatoes  are  making  but  slight  growth,  and  if  moisture 
is  not  supplied  seen  the  yield  will  be  very  small • 

Spraying  operations  ha^  begun  with  both  wet  and  dry  bordeaux. 
Agents  for  a  well-known  Duster  have  placed  a  large  number  of  machines 
in  this  section  of  the  county.    I  understand  they  guarantee  this  machine 
to  control  aphids,  kill  bugs  and  control  late  blight  or  cost  of  material 
and  machine  refunded.    Wells  and  springs  are  drying  up  to  such  an  extent 
that  many  farmers  are  forced  to  haul  water  one  and  two  miles  for  wet 
bordeaux  mixture.    This  makes  spraying  a  very  expensive  operation  and 
is  no',  doubt  the  reason  for  many  farmers  purchasing  a  duster  this  season. 

On  Aroostook  Farm  cultivation  with  horsehoe  and  by  hand  has  been 
continued.    The  plants  have  also  been  sprayed  with  bordeaux  and  arsenite 
of  zinc. 

About  5900  seedling  potatoes  and  100  tobacco  plants  were  transferred 
from  the  greenhouse  to  the  field  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 

Disease  is  beginning  to  show  in  the  plats  and  rouging  will  begin 
next  week»

Prevailing  weather  in  Wisconsin  during  the  last  week  has  been  hot 
and  dry.    Although  hay  and  grain  crops  have  been  reduced  in  some  sections, 
the  condition  of  the  potato  crop  remains  very  satisfactory.    On  this  date 
rains  are  falling  and  the  temperature  is  lower  thus  eliminating  any 
immediate  losses  to  the  poto-to  crop» 

As  previously  reported  weather  conditions  have  been  ideal  for  the 
development  of  the  Colorado  and  flea  beetles  and  our  growers  must  be 
especially  vigilant  this  year  with  control  measures. 

Reports  from  the  Spooner  Branch  Station  indicate  that  the  potato 
plants  are  growing  very  rapidly.    The  writer  will  leave  for  Spooner  on 
Tuesday  night  to  take  notes.    A  thorough  spraying  of  arsenicals  has  been 
applied  using  dilute  bordeaux  mixture  as  the  carrying  agent.

I  arrived  here  this  morning.    The  late  variety  plots  are  in  an  un- 
usual thrifty  condition.

On  V/ednescUy  ^nd  Thjirsday  (Jnr.e  ?-S'}Z),  the  wiiter  had  tns  privlle.^- 
of  attending  the -Fo-ur fch  Ann^oal  Potato  Innper-tion  Trip  of  the  -SiificrKiCNrrr . 
County  Farm  ii-urea.ii,    tt  was  estimated  that  f-^ily  375  persons  roade  tha 
trip  Wednesday  afternoon.    Representatives  v/ere  present  from  Veriront, 
Rlassachusetts,  T.hode  Island,  Connecticxit ,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and 
Washington,  D.  C,    'j'hore  were  also  representatives  from  the  Provinces  of 
Ontario,  New  Br-unsvvick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
as  a  whole. 

The  program  on  Wednesday  afternoon  consisted  in  a  run  by  auto  from 
River  head  to  the  farm  of  C.  C.  Diraon  &  Son  of  Southanpton,  where  a 
demonstration  of  dust  spraying  was  staged;  four  types  of  dust  machines 
being  used.    The  advocates  of  dust  spraying  seem  to  be  on  the  increase 
on  Long  Island,    Some  70  acres  of  potatoes  are  being  grown  on  the  Dimon 
farm  this  year  of  which  all  but  one  or  two  acres  consist  of  Green 
Mountains.    The  uniformity  and  vigor  of  the  plants  on  this  farm  augurs 
well  for  a  profitable  crop  later  on.    The  next  farm  visited  was  that  of 
H.  Morgan  Topping  of  Wainscott  where  both  the  visitors  and  the  local 
growers  had  an  opportunity  to  study  a  rather  extensive  test  of  strains  of 
Gree  n  Mountain  potatoes.    V/hile  differences  could  be  observed  among  the 
various  strains  they  were  by  no  means  as  great  as  the  writer  had  expected 
to  see.    The  inference  to  be  drawn  is  that  the  growers  and  inspectors  of 
certified  seed  potatoes  are  making  real  progress  in  the  inprovement  of 
certified  seed  stock.    With  the  exception  of  a  relatively  few  strains  the 
Various  lots  of  seed''.stock  planted  on  the  Topping  farm  had  nade  a  very 
good  vine  growth  and  vvere  relatively  free  from  the  mosaic  and  leaf  roll 
diseases  of  the  potato.    Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  party  at  the  field 
two  plants  of  each  strain  had  been  dug  in  order  to  enable  those  in  the 
party  to  judge  of  their  relative  earliness  and  productiveness,    Of  the  86 
lots  under  trial  on  the  Topping  farm,  l6  came  from  Vermont,  k2  from 
New  York  State,  7  lots  from  Maine,  6  lots  from  Prince  Edward  Island, 
and  3  from  New  Brunswick. 

On  corrpletion  of  the  inspection  of  Green  Mountain  stock  on  the 
Topping  Form  the  party  returned  to  Riverhead. 

Heavy  rain  early  Thursday  morning  served  to  lessen  the  crowd  of  the 
previous  day  and  its  its  continuance  throughout  the  day.  seriously  in- 
terfered with  the  program. 

The  first  farm  visited  Thursday  morning  was  that  of  Mr.  H.  R.Talmage 
on  which  one  of  the  cooperative  triangular  fertilizer  experiments  con- 
ducted by  the  Office  of  Soil  Fertility  Investigations  of  the  Bureau  of 
Plant  Industry  is  located.    Owing  to  the  rain  it  was  inpossible  to  seciire 
notes  on  the  behavior  of  plants  grown  under  the  different  fertilizer 
applications.    Addresses  by  Mr.  B.  E.  Brown  of  the  Office  of  Soil 
Fertility  Investigations  and  Prof.  Blc^ir  of  the  Rhode  Island  Experiment 
Station  proved  both  interesting  and  instructive  to  those  present. 

The  next  stop  was  m^de  at  the  farm  of  H.  J,  Ree  ve  of  Matt i tuck 
where  there  is  an  almost  exact  duplicate  source  of  seed  trial.  The 
Green  Mountain  strains  on  Mr.  Reeve ^s  farm  seemed  to  be  somewhat  larger 
and  more  uniform  in  size  and  vigor  than  on  Mr.  Topping *s  farm.    A  heavy 
downpour  at  this  point  necessitated  an  immediate  withdrawal  from  the 


field  to  our  ciutos,  after  which  the  party  proceeded  without  further 
stop  to  Greenport  whore  a  genuine  shore  dinner  proved  to  be  the  piece 
de  resistance  of  the  trip.    Continued  rain  precluded  further  field 
inspection  work  thus  bringing  to  an  abrupt  conclusion  what  promised  to 
be  one  of  the  most  successful  meetings  yet  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Suffolk  Co\mty  Farm  Bureau. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Green  Mountain  crop  on  Long  Island 
is  tiuite  satisfactory  while-  that  of  the  Irish  Cobbler  crop  is  as  a  rule 
not  pcJrticularly  promising.    A  number  of  Irish  Cobbler  fields  were  noted 
on  Thursday  thc^t  will  probably  not  harvest  over  75  to  100  bushels  per 
acre,  while  a  fevv  fields  were  estimated  at  50  bushels  or  leds.    The  heat 
and  drought  of  the  preceding  weeks  was  quite  largely  responsible  for  the 
premctture  ripening  of  the  plants  with  a  consequent  reduction  in  yield* 
In  other  instances  poor  stands  will  prove  large  factors  in  lessening  the 
yield*

Washington  Notes.  July  1.  1921 « 

The  severe  heat  and  drought  of  the  past  few  weeks  has  prematurely 
ripened  the  Irish  Cobbler  plants  in  the  Arlington  Farm  experimental 
field.    It  is  doubtful  if  the  heavy  showers  of  Sunday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  the  showery  weather  of  toc3ay  will  materially  revive  plants 
as  seriously  injured  as  those  noted  above.    Unless  something  unforseen 
occurs  it  is  proposed  to  harvest  the  Arlington  F^rm  plot  July  11  and  tc 
plant  the  Fall  crop  potatoes  immediately  thereafter,  but  not,  of  course, 
on  the  same  land.

Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  (June  }0  to  July  2)  were  spent  on 
the  North  Shore,    The  dry  weather  has  seriously  injured  the  germination 
of  the  seed  potatoes  in  many  fields.    There  was  practically  no  rain 
this  spring  until  the  26th  and  27th  of  June,  when  a  generous  supply  fell 
leaving  the  ground  in  almost  perfect  condition.    Fields  which  were 
ploughed  last  fall  or  early  this  spring  and  worked  up  so  as  to  conserve 
the  moisture  show  but  little  germination  injury,  whereas  those  ploughed 
and  cultivated  late  this  spring  show  from  25  to  75^  of  misses.  Apparent- 
ly the  upper  layers  of  the  unploughed  soil  were  completely  dried  out  and 
when  turned  under  it  served  as  a  non-conductor  of  moisture  to  the 
germinating  seed  piece,  thereby  allowing  it  to  dry  out.    There  is  no 
evidence  wh=.t soever  tliat  the  seed  or  the  fertilizer  was  responsible* 
This  condition  apparently  obtains  throughout  the  Province.  Several 
growers  have  replanted  parts  of  their  acreage.    A  few  farmers  have  sus- 
tained quite  heavy  losses.

The  iaportation  of  a  carload  of  goo'd  Irish  Coboler  seed  stock 
into  the  County  is  necessary  to  the  estaolishment  of  the  seed 
potato  industry.

Potatoes  in  general  are  looking  very  well  in  the  Greeley  district 
at  this  time.    Potatoes  planted  before  the  heavy  rains  of  the  first 
week  in  J\me  seem  to  have  produced  a  better  stand  than  those  planted 
later.    This  may  be  partic^lly  dae  to  the  very  hot  weather  following  the 
rains  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  seed,  which  had  been  cut  some  time 
in  advance  of  planting,  was  not  v/ell  cured  or  wa,s  not  properly  stored* 

There  is  a  nnch  larger  acreage  of  early  potatoes  in  the  district 
than  is  ordincjrily  planted.    Usually  50  cars  of  early  potatoes  are 
shipped  out  of  the  district  each  year;    it  is  thought  thr^t  probc^bly  250 
c&rs  will  be  shipped  this  year.    With  good  growing  conditions  there 
should  be  from  7? COO  to  7f500  cars  of  late  potatoes  from  the  Greeley 
district. 

Alfalfa  has  been  making  a  rapid  growth  and  we  probably  shall  cut 
our  second  crop  of  ho-y  within  the  next  week.

Bain  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  this  week  was  of  great  value  to  the 
potato  crop*    The  latter  part  of  the  week  was  very  hot  and  muggy.  We 
have  continued  spraying  operations  on  our  plats  on  Aroostook  Farm. 

About  one  hundred  acres  of  the  Erickson  strain  of  Irish  CobDler 
potato  has  been  located  this  week.    This  strain  has  proven  to  be  the 
leader  in  our  seed  development  studies,  and  ccinnercial  fields  of  this 
strain  inspected  this  week  are  very  satisfactory,    V/e  have  interested 
several  growers  in  this  strain  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  bulk  of  this 
stock  will  be  placed  this  fall  among  the  growers  of  this  county, 

Dr,  A,  B.  Stout,  Director  of  the  Laboratories,  New  York  Botanical 
Garden,  arrived  in  Presq.ue  Isle,  Tuesday,  Dr,  Stout  is  making  a  study 
of  thd  sterility  of  potato  pollen. 

Dr,  G.  C,  Cunningham  of  Fredericton,  N.  B.,  accompanied  by  his 
father-in-law  Mr.  Whidden  of  Jackson,  Mississippi,  visited  this  section 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday*    Mr.  Cunningham  was  especially  interested  in 
several  lots  of  Green  Mountain  seed  placed  in  this  county  last  fall 
from  New  Brunswick.    Very  little  disease  was  found  in  the  fields  visited, 
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and  it  is  hoped  that  Mr»  Cunningham  will  sii'cceed  in  placing  more  of 
this  seed  stock  in  the  county  this  fall,

Thursday  of  las^  W3^.*3j:  u'^'cdy  14)  was  spent  in  Salem  County,  A 
potato  run  was  held  vv-.th  100  -;>'.y-:it.r  grov^/ers  present,    With  but  few 
exceptions  the  vinec  ?.n  that  scciio.a  a:>'-o  dead*    The  crop  is  very  light, 
not  more  than  5^  per  cent  of  a  normal.    Two  seed  sources  were  dug,  and  in 
hoth  cases  the  second  crop  seed  out  yielded  seed  from  other  sources  in- 
cluded in  the  tests,    Maine  certified  and  ncn-certif ied  seeds  were  in- 
cluded in    their  tests,  a  difference  of  60  and  57  bushels  per  acre 
respectively  was  noted  in  favor  of  the  former.    Two  sulphur  tests  were 
dug  and  marked  differences  were  apparent  in  the  amount  of  scab  on  the 
treated  and  \mtreated  plots .    One  of  the  most  striking  demonstrations 
examined  was  a  spraying  test  with  the  Irish  Co  t±)ler  variety.    On  the 
check  plots,  sprayed  with  Arsenate  of  Lead,  over  75  P®-  cent  of  the 
leaves  show  heavy  tip-biirn  as  compared  vdth  a  trace  on  the  plots  treated 
with  the  Bordeaux  mixture ♦ 

The  condition  of  the  crop  in  central  Jersey  is  very  poor.    There  is 
a  heavy  infestation  of  lice  resulting  in  the  early  dying  of  many  fields. 
The  recent  wsi"/  weather  following  ths  prolonged  drouth  has  resulted  in 
considerable  second  grov^th.    In  a  number  of  fields  most  of  the  tubers  in 
a  hill  are  germinating,  some  show  sprouts  six  inches  long  while  others 
send  out  short  sprouts  on  the  ends  of  which  small  tubers  are  formed* 
Scab  is  abundant  and  severe,  fields  being  observed  where  75  P®r  cent  of 
the  crop  is  very  scabby.

Madison.  Wisconsin  Notes*  For  the  week  ending  July  23 »  1921« 

Reports  from  Wisconsin  at  this  date  show  that  rains  ha\e  fallen 
during  the  last  week  in  certain  sections  of  the  State,    The  showers  have 
not  been  general,  however.    On  our  better  grades  of  potato  soils,  we 
consider  conditions  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.    On  the  lighter,  sandy 
soils,  considerable  damage  from  drought  is  reported* 

Our  Wisconsin  Potato  Inspection  Tour  starts  from  Oconto  on  August  1, 
and  closes  at  the  Spooner  Branch  Station  on  August  6%    After  this  tour 
we  will  be  able  to  furnish  a  good  estimate  of  the  d^s-mage  to  the  potato 
crop  in  Wisconsin.    Reports  from  central  Wisconsin  indicate  considerable 
loss  due  to  the  rotting  of  seed  pieces.    Rains  have  not  been  received 
recently,  however,  and  as  in  the  northern  section,  we  will  await  an 
inspection  tour  oefor©  giving  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  losses.

to  obtain  a  good  general  idea  of  xhe  work  being  carried  on  at  the  Station. 

Sckturday,  July  23,  was  spent  in  Worcester  and  in  Gardner,  Mass, 
Owing  to  the  absence  of  ivir*  Dearth  of  the  Worcester  County  Farm  Bureau  it 
was  not  possible  to  inspect  potato  fields  in  the  vicinity  of  Worcester* 
An  associate  of  Mr.  Dearth  assured  me  that  the  potato  crop  of  Y/orcestsr 
County  showed  a  considerably  smaller  acreage  this  year  than  last  and  that 
the  general  condition  of  the  crop  was  unsatisfactory.    The  Secretary  of 
the  Worcester  Courit^  Horticultural  Society,  Mr,  E,  R,  Kinney,  corroborated 
the  above  statem.3?its  and  volunteered  much  interesting  information  con- 
cerning the  varieties  grovm  30  to       years  ago.    In  Gardner  the  writer 
had  an  cpportdnity  to  inspect  a  small  field  of  Early  Rose  potatoes  in 
which  leaf-roil  was  very  prevalent* 

Monday  forenoon,  July  2^,  was  spent  with  Director  Morse  at  the 
Maine  Ej^eriment  Station  discussing  the  various  phases  of  experimental 
potato  investigations  under  way  on  Aroostook  Farm,    This  farm  is  operated 
by  the  Maine  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

Tuesday,  July  26,  was  spent  in  a  study  of  the  varieties  and  seedlings 
being  grown  on  Aroostook  Farm,    Several  lots  of  potatoes  purchas.ed  this 
spring  under  new  names  were  found  to  belong  to  one  or  other  of  the 
recognized  groups  of  potatoes  and  are  without  doubt,  in  many  instances 
at  least,  old  varieties  re-named. 

Wednesday,  July  27,  was  spent  in  rouging  diseased  plants  out  of  th© 
seedling  and  variety  collection, 

The  general  condition  of  the  potato  crop  in  Aroostook  County  at 
present  writing  is  considerably  below  normal,    Mxany  fields  show  poor 
stands  and  crop  growth  is  nearly  at  a  standstill  as  a  res^jlt  of  the  heat 
and  attendent  drought,    While  no  serious  damage  has  as  yet  been  sustained 
Jy  the  plants,  at  least  as  judged  by  outward  appearances  it  is  doubtfia  if 
the  tuber  set  is  up  to  normal*    On  Aroostook  Farm  the  soil  is  in  most 
cases  as  dry  underneath  the  plants  as  it  is  on  the  surface.    Some  sections 
of  th©  county  have  been  favored  with  showers  which  have  provided  fairly 
good  growing  conditions* 

One  of  the  noticeable  effects  of  the  heat  and  drought  upon  the  potato 
crop  in  this  section  is  that  of  the  relative  absence  of  bloom  on  the  plants 
and  the  small  size  of  the  leaves.    In  many  fields  the  foliage  is  so 
moaified  as  to  make  recognition  in  some  instances  rather  doubtful,

We  are  holding  the  Annual  Branch  Station  Meeting  on  the  Station 
grounds  here  today  and  I  am  able  to  report  further  on  conditions  here 
as  follows. 

The  tecqperature  in  this  section  has  dropped  in  the  last  few  days 
and  heavy  rains  h^ve  fallen.    The  moisture  on  the  potato  fields  extends 
down  deep.    There  is  prospect  of  more  rain  today. 

The  vines  that  showed  some  slight  damage  a  week  ago  are  now  re- 
covering.   I  look  for  a  vsry  good  crop  of  potatoes  on  this  Station  if 
the  weather  continues  favorable* 

I  went  over  the  Triumph  plots  this  morning  in  order  to  get  notes 
on  the  condition  of  the  plots.    I  found  it  very  difficult  to  make 
mosaic  counts.    The  plants  have  not  q^uite  recovered  normal  appearance 
and  the  mosaic  expression  is  apparently  not  normal.    On  some  of  the  plots 
a  rather  mottled  condition  could  be  detected  and  the  more  pronounced 
mosaic  may  show  later. 

There  are  apparently  some  very  superior  plots  of  the  Triumph 
variety.    The  J.  W.  Smith  strain  is  holding  vjg  again  this  year.    Two  or 
three  other  plots  apparently  are  showing  unusual  promise. 

It  will  be  in^iossible  to  get  any  reliable  mosaic  counts  at  this 
date,  due  to  the  conditions  above  mentioned. "

If  the  weather  coptirues  cool, 
I  would  consider  that  there  are  prospects  that  the  yield  will  exceed  200 
bushels  per  acre*    If  unusually  favorable  weathex  prevails,  a  very  large 
crop  will  be  harvested* 

The  late  planted  vines  have  not  been  seriously  damaged  by  the 
drought.    The  foliage  is  gree  n  and  healthy.    Opinion  varies  as  to  the 
estimated  yi.elds  on  the  early  and  late  planted  planted  vines,  but  un.der 
favorable  conditions,  I  consider  the  late  p3.antiiigs  will  give  the 
heaviest  yields* 

The  conr^picuous  feati^re  of  the  inspection  today  is  the  absence  of 
either  leaf -roll  or  mosaic  symptoms.    On  this  sane  date  last  year  the 
mosaic  counts  ranged  from  20  to  30  per  cent.    The  mosaic  condition  is 
not  in  evidence  today  and  it  is  icpossible  to  make  any  satisfactory 
mosaic  counts.    The  season  of  I520  was  moist  and  cool  during  the  early 
l^lf  and  hot  and  dry  during  the  latter  half^    The  season  I921  has  bee  n 
hot  and  dry  from  June  20  to  July  25,  and  has  turned  cool  on  July  27,  If 
mosaic  is  present  on  this  date,  it  is  masked  or  covered  up  and  impossible 
to  detect  it. 

The  Wisconsin  Inspection  Service  considers  that  these  fields  have 
passed  a  very  satisfactory  first  inspection  on  this  date,  but  will  await 
further  inspections  after  later  growth  to  report  final  mosaic  corclitions... 

From  the  standpoint  of  vine  growth,  cultural  conditions,  stand, 
insect  control  and  prospects  of  heavy  yield,  the  condition  of  Triucph 
fields  on  Sunset  Farm  is  very  satisfactory  on  this  da.te*

The  party  con- 
sisted of  Ivlr,  Kubbar-d,  Superintendent  of  the  Dominion  Experimental  Farm., 
Fred  ericton,  N,        and  Messrs  Clark,  Lombard  and  Stuart,    Some  especially 
healthy  Green  Moimtain  plants  were  noted  on  the  farm  of  M,  3,  Hayf ord 
which  had  been  grown  from  seed  supplied  by  the  Department  in  I92O.

The  Prince  Ed  ward  Island  strain  seems  to 
be  a  little  more  vigorous  but  does  not  promise  to  be  more  productive,  at 
least  on  date  of  examination, 

Mr.  Dimick  is  an  ardent  advocate  of  the  dust  spray  method  of  conr-

Mr«  G3nTge  Cavanaugh^s  farm  v/as  visited  next  where  a  field  of  a 
very  high  producing  strain  of  Green  Mcuntains  was  found  to  contain  less 
than  one  per  cent  of  mosaic^ 

The  fi3?.d  visited  next  was  that  of  John  McCain,  the  Foira^ain  head 
of  the  McOai.r  strain  of  Green  Mciintains.    ^ir.  McCain  only  gro7"s  three 
acres  each  year  and  has  never  used  any  comnercial  fertilizer,  nor  has  he 
sprayed  with  bord-a-.iT.  xrdxtTu-e  ^mtil  this  yearo    C^ily  bs^nyard  dress-jj7g 
is  used  on  this  fsa^ro,    ¥s,  McCain  has  practised  seed  selection  for  years 
but  has  n^ver  recognized  any  of  the  ccimicn  diseases  that  the  Aroostook 
farmer  has  to  con end  with.    Tnis  may  be  because  none  of  the  cc rcrcon 
diseases  are  present  on  his  farm. 

The  next  field  visited  was  that  of  Mr.  John  Hoban,  who  has  some  of 
the  McCain  stock  in  addition  to  several  acres  of  a  seedling  developed 
from  a  seed  ball  of  the  McCain  strain  of  Green  Moimtains.    This  seedling 
has  merit  in  that  it  is  a  large  yielder,  however,  the  writer  wais  not 
favorably  struck  with  the  stock*    The  plants  grow  very  tall,  are  sparse 
in  foliage  and  the  vines  are  decumbent.    The  plants  were  free  frcm 
disease  and  might  assume  a  better  habit  growth  during  a  normal  year  wher. 
there  is  plenty  of  rainfall. 

Saturday  a  field  of  Triumph  was  inspected.    Ti?is  field  contains  ths 
Wisconsin  strain(Smith)  and  the  ThiDodeau  strain  from  Grand  Palls, 
On  the  whole  the  Thibodeau  strain  was  the  better;  it  having  better  c^lo^ 
and  more  uaif orm  size  and  was  free  from  disease. 

The  field  of  Mr.  James  P.  Harding,  Upper  Ma,rysville,  forirany  of 
Monticello,  Maine  was  visited  next,    Mr.  Harding  ha-s  carried  w-.th  him  thr. 
Aroostook  customs  to  a  great  extent.    He  ridges  his  potatoe^f  w.iy  high 
which  has  certainly  been  unfortunate  this  year.    Ee  has  more  mosaic  in 
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his  potatoes  than  any  field  visited.     Very  few  farmers  une  connercial 
fertilizer.    Mr.  Harding  uses  a  ton  to  the  acre,  another  Aroostook 
custom.    Mr 4  HarrUug  does,  hnwever,  succeed  in  pr'lducing  a  wonderful 
field  of  oats  regardless  of  the  season.

Wisconsin  Notes.  August  8.  1921. 

At  the  close  of  our  "Upper  Wisconsin  Potato  Inspection  Tour"  at  the 
Spooner  Branch  Station  on  August  6,  it  seemed  apparent  that  the  prospects 
for  the  potato  crop  in  Upper  Wisconsin  ranged  between  60  and  70  per  cent 
of  a  normal  crop. 

Weather  conditions  have  been  favorable  in  several  sections  of  the 
north  and  should  these  conditions  continue  favorable,  the  crop  might  be 
increased  over  the  above  figure.    Attention  should  be  called  to  the  fact, 
however,  that  the  danger  of  frost  and  late  potato  blight  should  be  con- 
sidered in  the  matter  of  additional  losses* 

Mosaic  which  seemed  to  be  mafeked  during  the  early  season  is  begin- 
ning to  show  at  this  time.    On  July  25  it  was  impossible  to  make  mosaic 
counts  even  in  strains  known  to  be  affected.    Careful  examination  will 
be  made  this  week  of  the  plots  on  the  Spooner  Branch  Station. 

Leaf  hopper  damage  has  been  unusually  severe  in  Wisconsin  this  season 
and  early  planted  Triuniph  fields  have  been  badly  daicaged*

Prices  have  ranged  from  $2.00  to  $2.50  per  hundred,  but  the  prevailing 
price  has  been  about  $2J.5,    A  difference  of  from  25  cents  to  cents 
per  ht^ndred  has  been  made  for  the  No,  2  grade.    The  early  varieties  that 
are  being  shipped  are  Bliss  Triunph  and  Charles  Dowmang.

W^le'  the  Irish  Cobblers,  Triumphs  and  Early  Chios,  owing  to  eai'lier 
planting  are  in  a  more  advance- 1  sta^^s  cf  matiirity  at  this  point  than  at 
Spooner,  the  Green  Mountains  a:id  Ru'jals  v.'ere  somewliat  greener  due  to  less 
injury  from  leafhoppers,    jIzaiaijQation  of  tha  plants  with  a  view  to  as^ 
certaining  tho  t'lber  set  showed  that  the  set  was  normal ,    The  yield  of 
early  varietios  will,  howsver,  be  materially  reduced  ov;ing  to  the  pre- 
mature ripening  of  the  plants*    This  applies  more  particularly  to  the 
Triumph  and  the  Early  Ohio  and  to  a  much  lesser  degree  to  the  Irish 
Cobbler.    With  favorable  growing  conditions  d:;'!r:.ng  tho  nozt  four  weeks

The  behavior  of  a  Nebraska  strain  of  Triumphs  from  seed  grown  at 
Grand  Rapids  in  I920  is  very  interesting #    Douc-  Iens  most  of  you  know 
that  Western  Nebraska  Triumph  seed  stock  is  much  later  in  maturing  than 
that  grown  in  other  northern    sections  such  as  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  or 
Maine  even  when  planted  side  by  side  in  the  Sculh;  it  has  not,  hovV^.v-Br, 
come  to  the  writers  attention  thatthis  acq.uired  character  is  pro.vcGi:ed 
into  the  second  generation  of  seed  stock.    Its  behavior  tliis  year  clearly 
indicates,  that    this  influence  still  persists.

Daring  the  past  week  the  weather  has  been  mostly  cool  and  cloudy, 
with  a  few  very  warm  days. 

On  Tuesday,  August  X6,  the  writer  ir^ccompctnied  by  Messrs  E,  Wcilter, 
E.  Rea  Couzens,  an.'?.  G-..  A,  yiock.^: troth,  left  for  Scott sbluff,  Nebraska, 
to  joi.i  a  potato  tov.r  of  weste  rn  Neoraska  in  charge  of  Mr,  H,  0«  Werner 
of  the  State  Department  of  Agr:*.cultuj-e.    Wednesday,  the  1 7th  was  spent 
in  an  inspection  of  the  fields  in  the  i:5rigated  section.    It  was  ob- 
served that-  d-y-land  seed  seemed,  better  adapted  to  that  section  than 
seed  from  irrigated  districts;  also  that  good  strains  of  potatoes  near- 
ly always  proved  their  superiority.    A  visit  was  made  to  the  demon- 
stration plots  cn  the  farm  of  Peter  Janssen,  north  of  Morrill,  Nebraska, 
where  Mr.  Werner  is  conducting  experiments.    Here  also  the  dry-  land 
seed  showed  a  better  stand  with  stronger  plants  and  less  diseases  In 
the  afternoon  short  talks  were  given  at  the  Scottsbl^iff  County  Experiment 
Farm  and  an  inspection  was  mad©  of  the  potato  experiments*    Mr#  Stuart, 
of  the  Office,  joined  the  party  at  this  point. 

On  Thursday  the  party  motored  to  Kimball,  Nebraska,  where  a  short 
program  was  given,  and  later  in  the  day  fields  of  dry- land  seed  potatoes 
were  inspected.    Among  these  were  the  fields  of  Mr.  G,  A,  Forsling  and 
Er.  August  Qadeken.    The  party  returned  to  Greeley  at  noon,  Friday, 
August  19.    Jn  tho  afternoon  the  writer  conducted  Ivlr.  Stuart  over  the 
potato  plots  av  the  Station* 

Saturday,  August  20,  was  spent  in  inspecting  fields  of  potatoes  in 
the  vicinity  of  Greeley.    On.e  field  was  found  to  be  affected  by  early 
blight,  serious  dHLr^age  having  been  done  by  the  disease.    IVIr.  Stuart  and 
the  writer  left  in  t.he  afternoon  of  Augiist  21  for  the  San  Luis  Valley, 
Eagle,  and  Carbondalo  potato  districts. 

August  30  and  31  ^nd  September  1  have  been  set  aside  as  special 
Visitors'  Days  at  the  Station,  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  growers  and 
others  interested  in  potato  growing  will  inspect  the  experiments. 

Potatoes  are  selling  today  at  $1.6o  per  hundred.

The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  been  cold?  with  high  winds  and 
considerable  rain.

Some  interesting  strains  of  Triunjihs  were  notedt    Several  rotation 
methods  are  be'.ng  tested  out  by  the  farm  superintendent  with  potatoes .

Saturday  was  devoted  to  inspecting  commercial  potato  fields*  For 
the  most  part  the  crop  is  looking  good  and  gives  every  evidence  of 
making  a  good  crop,    The  growers  in  the  Greeley  district  are  looking 
forward  to  a  good  crop  of  potatoes  and  a  fair  price,    A  field  was 
visited  yesterday  enroute  to  Greeley  and  another  today  in  wMcli  there 
was  a  considerable  per  cent  of  fusarimi  and  rhyzoctonia.    In  one  case 
poor  seed  had  been  used  while  in  the  other  good  seed  had  been  plan'^ed 
but  the  plants  had  been  subjected  to  indifferent  cultvral  care-:  Thase 
two  instances  furnish  striking  examples  of  the  folly  of  planting  poor 
seed,  or  of  expecting  a  satisfactory  crop  from  good  seed  when  the 
resultant  plants  are  subjected  to  imsat is factory  growing  conditions 
such  as  peer  prepa,ra,tion  or  c\iltivayion  of  the  soil,  or  careless 
irrigation*    The  sxtent  to  which  spchundesirable  practices  may  lessen 
the  yield  from  good  seed  or  may  predispose  the  plants  to  the  attack  of 
fungous  disease's  in  the  soil  is  directly  correlated  with  the  climcitio 
conditions  prevailing  during  the  growing  season  and  more  particularly 
during  the  period  of  tuber  formation*    If  dry  hot  weaihor  prevails  the 
vigor  and  consequent  resistance  of  the  plants  to  diseasf^  is  much  laove 
q.uickXy  impaired  under  i npr oper  cultural  conditions  than  when  given  the 
best  of  caxQ« 

The  weather  during  the  past  two  weeks  has  been  favorable  to  the 
potatw  crop  in  the  Greeley  district  and  the  growers  do  not  now  feel  any 
particular  alarm  over  the  prospect  of  an  attack  of  blight.  The  term 
"blight"  in  this  section  does  not  refer  to  either  the  early  or  lat© 
blights,  but  to  a  diseased  condition  of  the  plant  bro-.ight  about  through 
an  attack  of  fusaria  or  rhyzoctonia  fungi*  Frequently  both  diseases 
are  responsible  for  a  plant *s  blighting.

The  aphids  were  afaondant  and  about  SOfo  of  the  plants  had  Mosaic.    The  next 
field  inspected  was  6  acres  of  Trl-oniph  on  Mr,  Pont  if  Rosignol's  farm.  The 
plants  were  large,  about  kfo  of  Mosaic  v,'ab  found,  and  late-blight  had  a  good 
start.    Neither  Mr,  EoBigr.cl  nor  hi^-  neigh  cor,  Mr.  Collins,  spray  with 
Bordeaux, 

We  then  inspscued  8  acres  of  Triumph  on  Uir*  Joe  Pelletier's  field 
located  on  the  Madawaska  (Back  Settlement)  road*    Atout  75^  of  the  plants 
were  dead  from  aphids.    The  plants  were  tosfar  gone  to  determine  the  per- 
centage of  Mosaic.    A  field  adjoining  belonging  to  Mr.  Dufour,  contained 
Triuiiiphs  which  were    100^  dead  from  aphids. 

Seven  acres  of  Green  Mountains  on  Mr.  Peter  Dionne*s  farm  were  next 
inspected.    Wt.  Dionn©  has  grown  this  same  strain  of  Green  Mountains  on 
this  farm  for  fifteen  years.    About  ^%  of  Mosaic  was  found  and  an  abandonee 
of  aphids.    This  field  is  very  well  isolated  from  neighboring  fields  with 
wild  vegetation  on  three  sides. 

Three  acres  of  Triumph,  2  acres  of  Green  Mountain,  and  5  acres  of 
Early  Rose  were  inspected  on  ivir.  Elio  Bionne's  farm.    The  Triumphs  were 
755^  Mosaic  and  aphids  were  plentiful.    The  Green  Mountains  were  155^  Mosaic. 
Mr,  Dionne  has  grown  the  Early  Rose  for  thirty  years.    They  were  about 
Mosaic  and  about  k%  mixture  of  the  Dakota  Red  variety.    Enough  healthy 
plants  were  selected  and  harvested  to  make  a  half  bashel.    These  plants 
which  were  purchased  from  Mr.  Dionne  will  be  grown  in  our  seed  plats  next 
year.    Mr,  Dionne  also  has  5  acres  of  Snowballs,  a  variety  which  is  grown 
to  a  limited  extent  in  this  section.    We  find  it  around  Pres^ue  Isle  and 
Caribou  under  the  name  of  Hustlers  and  classify  it  as  belonging  to  the 
Up- to- Date  class. 

We  next  proceeded  to  St,  Agatha  where  some  poor  and  several  good 
fields  were  inspected.    Five  acres  of  Green  Mountain  on  Mr.  JoeMchaud*s 
farm  were  found. to  contain  some  mixture  and  carried  75^  Mosaic,    One  acre 
of  Green  Mountains  planted  early  on  Mr.  Fortenau  ChasseU  farm  showed  100^ 
Mosaic. 

Seven  acres  of  Green  Mountains  on  Mr,  Thomas  Albert ^s  farm  showed  only 
1%  Mosaic.    Stock  selected  from  this  strain  two  years  ago  by  County  Agent, 
Mr,  Scribner,  contained  only  2^  of  Mosaic.    From  this  selected  stock  about 
a  half  bashel  of  seed  was  dug  for  trial  in  our  experimental  plats.    Not  only 
is  the  stock  fairly  free  from  disease,  but  it  is  a  good  yielder  and  produces 
an  abundance  of  potato  balls.    It  is  hoped  that  some  breeding  work  can  te 
done  with  this  strain  of  Green  Mountains. 

Two  acres  of  Triuaiph  on  Joe  Bouche's  farm  in  the  Sinclair  settlement 
showed  very  bad  injury  from  Tip  burn  and  early- blight  <»nd  about  ^0'^  Mosaic. 

Three  acres  of  Triumph  on  P,  Daigle's  farm  at  Guerrette's  plantation 
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were  all  down  from  aphids,  with  the  exception  of  Green  Mowitain  volunteers,

General  Smmary  r\f  the  Trip , 

In  general,  the  best  stock  containing  the  least  amount  of  Mosaic  was 
found  on  the  well  isolated  farms. 

Disease  free  stock  (Mosaic  disease)  is  not  due  to  the  absence  of  aphids 
or  other  disease- carrying  insects. 

There  is  considerable  seed  stock  with  a  smctll  percentage  of  Mosaic 
disease  to  be  found  in  these  back  settlements  on  well  isolated  farms  where 
no  atteinpt  has  been  made  to  rough  out  disease  or  practice  seed  selection. 

Injury  from  Tip  Barn  and  early- blight  this  year  is  c^uite  serious  on 
most  early  varieties. 

Aphids,  flee  beetles,  and  tarnish  plant  bags  are  very  abundant. 

The  number  of  spraying  outfits  in  this  section  has  increased  100^ 
during  the  last  two  years,

Colorado  Notes.  August  29.  1921. 

Monday,  August  29,  was  spent  in  the  vicinity  of  Monte  Vista  and 
Center,  located  in  the  celebrated  San  Luis  Valley  district  of  Colorado. 
Monte  Vista  is  in  Rio  Grande  County  and  Center  is  in  Saguache  County.    C,  D. 
Hyatt,  County  Agent  of  Rio  Grande,  claims  that  his  county  has  18,000  acres 
of  potatoes,  and  that  Saguache  has  i+,600,  making  a  total  of  22,600  in  these 
two  counties.    Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Hyatt,  it  was  possible  for  Mr. 
Edmundson,  who  accoir^janied  me  on  this  trip,  and  myself  to  obtain  a  good 
general  idea  of  the  condition  of  the  potato  crop  in  this  section.    It  was 
also  possible  to  meet  W,  0.  Sander,  County  Agent  of  Saguache  County,  and  to 
examine  some  potato  fields  in  his  territory.    The  Brown  Beauty  is  the  princir: 
pal  variety  grown  in  this  section.    Triumph  and  Early  Ohio  are  grown  to  some 
extent  for  an  early  crop.    The  former  variety  is  the  most  extensively  grovm. 
The  Triuirphs  were  being  harvested  and  as  a  rule  were  giving  a  light  yield  on 
account  of  poor  stcJid  and  diseased  stock.    Most  of  the  fields  were  running 
from  kO  to  60  sac^s  per  acre  with  an  occasional  one  reaching  100  sacks. 

The  general  condition  of  the  potato  crop  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  can 
only  be  regarded  as  fair,    A  large  proportion  of  the  early  planted  fields  of 
Brown  Beauties  are  showing  a  large  a.niount  of  the  German  type  of  leaf-roll  or 


what  the  growers  in  the  West  term  "blight."    The  seriousness  of  this  attack 
depends  very  largely  upon  the  character  of  the  weather  prevailing  during 
the  next  two  weeks  or  more.    As  a  rule  the  plants  have  made  a  good  set  of 
tubers  and  if  not  too  seriously  injured  by  the  blight,  they  will  be  able 
to  make  a  good  crop*    Cool  weather  will  retard  the  leaf-roll  while  high  tem- 
perature conditions  will  favor  i^?  develop-^ent .    Late  planted  fields,  say 
from  June  1  to  10,  show  only  ui'.  <jCCc-slonai  laaf-roll  plant.    As  might  be  ex>- 
pected  the  growers  in  this  Decrior  are  anxio-asly  watching  the  progress  of 
the  blight.    A  good  crop  of  potatoes  Is  a  vital  necessity  to  the  growers  in 
order  to  enable  them  to  r'etrieve  their  losses  of  the  previous  season.  The 
Falk  potato  flour  mill  consumed  65  carloads  of  second  grade  potatoes  last 
season.    The  company  has  a  10-year  contract  with  the  growers  to  take  their 
"seconds"  at  60/  per  hundredweight.    The  mill  or  factory  is  located  at  Monte 
Vista.    Several  local  potato  exchanges  have  oeen  organized  and  are,  for  the 
most  part,  employing  the  North  American  Fruit  ExchcJige  to  sell  their  product, 
A  branch  office  of  this  company  has  been  opened  at  Monte  Vista.    The  largest 
individual  grower  in  this  section  is  H,  A.  Matthias  of  Monte  Vista,  who  has 
400  acres  of  potatoes  this  season. 

Owing  to  floods,  landslides  and  other  causes  contributing  to  poor  rail- 
road service,  it  was  not  possible  to  visit  the  Carbondale  district  until 
Thursd&.y  the  25th.    Mr.  L,  D,  Sweet  joined  us  at  Glenwood  Springs  Wednesday 
afternoon  and  through  his  courtesy  and  that  of  his  manager,  Mr.  Simpson,  we 
were  driven  from  G-lenwood  Springs  to  the  Sweet  ranch  Thursdc^y  forenoon  and 
returned  in  time  to  take  the  4:35  ?•       train  to  Denver,    Some  excellent 
Russet  Burbank  and  Irish  Cobbler  potatoes  were  noted  in  the  18-acre  seed 
plot  on  the  ranch.    The  field  stock,  consisting  of  some  75  acres  of  Russet 
Burbank,  furnished  a  fine  demonstration  of  the  value  of  good  seed  stock. 
Some  of  the  field  had  teen  planted  with  a  superior  strain  of  seed  from  the 
Eagle  district  while  another  portion  had  been  planted  from  a  well  rogued 
seed  plot  of  a  rather  iri'erior  stock,  and  the  balance  with  the  general  run 
of  stock.    The  appearance  and  general  behavior  of  the  plants  is  in  accord 
with  the  character  of  the  seed  used.  Mr  Sweet  expects  to  have  sufficient  high 
class  seed  stock  next  season  to  plant  his  wholo  acerage.    The  roguing  of  the 
seed  plot  is  being  carefully  attended  to  by  Mr.  Ernie  Edgerton,  an  employee 
of  the  ranch,  who  is  taking  a  very  keen  interest  in  the  development  of  high 
grade  seed  stock.    A  thorough  search  of  the  Carbondale  district  is  now  being 
made  ty  Mr.  Edgerton  for  the  purpose  of  locating  some  high  grade  strain  of 
the  Peachblow  potato. 

Greeley  was  reached  Friday  evening  and  Saturday  was  spent  in  meeting 
some  of  the  business  men  and  growers.    One  ranch  was  visited  for  the  purpose 
of  inspecting  unusually  fine  fields  of  Pearls  and  Eurals.  It  wccs  found  thc^t 
the  supposed  field  of  Eurals  only  contained  a  few  scattered  pl^Jits  of  this 
variety.    The  whole  field  has  been  planted  with  the  Up-to-Date,  a  variety 
wholly  unsuited  to  Greeley  conditions.    This  mistake  will  cost  the  grower, 
in  our  judgment,  at  least  $1000.00,  due  to  difference  in  yield  and  quality  of 
stock  of  the  two  varieties  in  question.    It  furnishes  a  good  illustration  of 
the  necessity  of  more  careful  attention  being  given  to  the  trueness  to  name 
of  potato  varieties.

Hay  is  selling  at  $5*00  per  ton  at  the  present  time  and  there  is  little 
hope  that  a   better  price  will  be  offered.    Potatoes  are  selling  today  at 
about  $1,40  per  himdrel  for  No,  I's,

The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  been  rather  warm  and  dry  with 
cool  nights. 

Most  of  our  experimental  plats  were  sprayed  again  this  week  with 
Bordeaujx  mixfore.    Very  little  late,  blight  i^s  shown  up  to  date  in  the 
commercial  fieloisc    On  Aroostook  Farm  even  in  our  unsprayed  plat  no  late 
blight  has  been  f  o'ond. 

We  have  harvested  some  of  the  hill  selections,  however,  the  bulk  of 
our  material  is  still  quite  green  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  Irish 
Cobolers  and  Triuniphs  very  little  will  be  dug  until  after  the  Fair  or 
about  September  12, 

At  the  req,uest  of  the  County  Agents  and  the  President  of  the  Farm 
Bureau  I  acconpanied  a  party  of  potato  grovvers  to  Fredericton  Saturday 
to  inspect  some  of  the  Green  Mountain  seed  stock.    We  went  to  Houlton 
Friday  afternoon  and  got  an  early  start  Saturday  morning*    "vVe  arrived  in 
Fredericton  about  noon.    After  lunch  Professor  G.  C,  Cxinni.ngham,  Path- 
ologist  for  the  Dominion  joined  the  part-y  which  proceeded  to  the  farm  of 
Mr.  Estabrook  about  9  miles  south  of  Fredericton,    Three  fields  were 
examined.    These  potatoes  were  the  McCain  strain  of  Green  Moimtains* 
Although  only  two  rains  have  visited  this  section  since  the  fields  were 
planted,  the  vine  growth  was  (i\iite  large  and  no  disease  was  f  ound»  A 
large  number  of  hills  were  pulled  and  the  average  of  marketable  tubers 
was  found  to  be  nine.    The  party  was  well  pleased  with  the  appearance  of 
the  stock,  and  the  County  Agent  informed  me  that  he  expected  five  0?  six 
carloads  of  this  stock  would  be  purchased  for  distribution  in  Aroostook 
this  fall  through  the  Farm  Bureau,

Sine©  our  arrival  here  Monday  noon  it  has  rained  more  or  less 
steadily  until  this  afternoon.  It  now  looks  as  if  the  weather  was 
settled  for  a    few  days  at  least. 

The  precipitation  this  month  15)  to  and  including  the  20th  has 
been  2.66  inches. 

Plans  have  been  made  to  begin  harvesting  the  seed  plots  tomorrow 
mornixig. 

The  delay  due  to  the  rainy  weather  has  afforded  an  opportunity  for 
a  complete  overhauling  of  the  collapsible  slat  bushel  crates.    Some  35 
of  the  crates  were  in  such  a  bad  state  of  repair  as  to  be  unusable.  In 
the  absence  of  a  si;ipply  of  spare  slats,  top  rails,  and  runners  it  was 
necessary  to  take  two  crates  apart  in  order  to  furnish  the  necessary 
oaterial  to  replace  broken  parts  in  the  remainder.    As  it  was  our  first 
attenipt  at  removing  the  corner  wire  fasteners  the  work  progressed  rather 
slowly  at  first,  but  with,  a  little  experience  and  some  experimenting  the 
coH$)lete  dissembling  and  subseq,uent  assembling  of  tho  parts  of  a  crate 
became  a  mere  matter  of  routine.
